then gathered and drawn together with a strong thread inside, and in the rosette thus formed a bow of terra-cotta 
ribbon is placed.: Underneath this bow the ends of a ribbon a yard and an eighth long are fastened ; the two loops 
are connected by a ribbon bow, and serve for hanging the pillow. The outline design for the appliqué embroidery 
with which the pillow is ornamented is given in Fig. 29. It is worked on a ground of old-gold satin with gold cord 
and bullion. The design is traced on the satin, which is then backed with foundation muslin. ll the outlines are 
defined with two rows of gold cord laid close together, sewed down with invisible stitches in yellow silk. Along the 
outer edges the outer row of cord is twisted into loops, which are linked wherever they meet. At the centres of 
the flowers and leaves are scrolls ot net-work of finer cord; the surfaces are filled in with bullion, which is cut inte 
short lengths and sewed down like’ beads ; on some of the leaves it is sewed in close even rows Gilling im like satin 
stitch, and in other parts of the design it is taken in shorter pieces and spaced in a brick pattern. The detailsof the 
work are shown in Fig. 2, page 225, The satin ground is cut away around and between the outlines of the design; 
which is then applied on the middle of the plush intended for the front of the cushiou.

» The mode! iMustrated is of pistache green camel’s-hair, with velvet.of the same tint for the deep triangular revers 
on the over-skirt and for revers and cuffs on the basque. A narrow pleating of the camel’s-hair is around the lower 
edgeof the foundation skirt. The kilt-pleated camel’s-hair skirt that is hung on the foundation skirt reaches to the 
band on the right side where the drapery slopes upward to the hip, but is only twelve inches deep on the back and 
left side where the drapery extends almost to the bottom of the foundation skirt. A diagram pattern of the over- 
skirt is given in Figs. 30 and 31, Fig. 30 representing the front and Fig. 81 the back. Cut the full back forty inches 
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Jong and seventy-two inches wide ; from the right upper eerner, marked * in the di , measure off in inches the 
distances indicated by the numbers outside the diagram, then from the points marked off along the top measure off the 
distances indicated downward for the signs ; cut away the left upper corner and cut the slit eleven inches deep, and 
cut away the right uppertorner indicated by the dotted line. Cut the front drapery forty inches wide and fifty-five 
Jong ; measure off the distances indicated from the corner *, slope the left side, and hollow out the top. Face the lower 
corner outlined by the.plain line, and for a distance of two inches beyond the line, with velvet on the wrong side, 
placing an interlining of sheer foundation muslin under the velvét, and sew up the two hip darts indicated at the 
top. Pleat up all the pleats indicated by bringing x on @, and in Fig. 81 the clusters of x’s lettered ¢ and ‘ on 
the points @° and @ respectively; the length of the right edge of the front from 2 to the top must be reduced to 
six inches, that of the left edge to forty inches. Gather the upper edge of the back from twenty-four to fifty-eight ; 
arrange both draperies on the skirt, sewing the top to the skirt band; conuect them at the sides, as far as 2 on one 
side, and from 3 to 4.on the other, and turn up the velvet revers, bringing 3 to meet 8 and the point ¢ to meet : of 
the back. Tack ** of the back to *°, and tack *4 to the skirt at ten inches from the top. The pattern of the 
basque is given in Figs. 32-43. It has a plastron of the dress material embroidered and beaded, and velvet revers. 
The dress is buttoned along the middle underneath the plastron, and the plastron is sewed to the right side and 
hooked over on the left. Cut two pieces from Fig. 32 of waist lining, and cut of the dress material and lining two 
ieces each from Figs. '33-37, 41, and 42, and the front of the collar from Fig. 39, and cut of velvet the revers from 
g. 88, the back of the collar from Fig. 40, and the cuffs from Fig. 43. Take up the darts in the fronts, and join 
the back, side forms, and fronts as the corresponding figures indicate. Sew the lining for the middle of the front 
covered by the plastron, Fig. 32, underneath the fronts from 9 to 10, face the edges, and provide them with buttons 
and button-holes. Sew up the plastron, Fig. 33, from 5 to 6, sew it upon the lining, Fig. 82, from 7 to 8 along the right 
side, and arrange it to hedk over on the left. Pleat x on @ at the back. Set on the standing collar as the figures 
indicate, and sew on the revers from 28 to 24. Join the upper and under parts of the sleeves, trim them with the 
cuff, and sew them into the armholes with 28 meeting 28 of the fronts. The front of the collar is embroidered to 
match the plastron. ;
